POSTSCRIPT.—We learn from undoubted au- 
thority, says the New York Mercantile Advertiser, 
that the ship Borivar was not in the engagement 
off Porto Cavello of the 30th ult. she being at the 
time off Curracoa.

NEW YORK RACES.—The great races at 
New-York commenced on Monday last. ‘The ar- 
rangements for the week, viz: 

First day—Sweepstakes for three year olds, to 
carry 98lb. mile heats, 100 dollars entrance, half 
forfeit; with twenty-five dollars for each colt or filly 
that starts, added by the association—to close on 
the first of June. 

Second day—The great match race On this 
day the New-York horse Eclipse is to run against 
any other which may be named, for 40,000 dollars 
—20,000 dolls. aside, four mile heats. The horse 
that has been matched against the fleet courser of 
the North has not been publicly named. The fa- 
mous Virginia horses Henry, Betsey Richards, 
and Childers are in readiness near the ground 
There will be a greater display of fine horses upon 
the course than was ever before assembled in this 
country 

Third day—4 mile heats, for a purse of $1,000. 

Fourth day—3 mile heats, for a purse of 600. 

Fifth day—2 mile heats, for a purse of $300. 

An immense influx of strangers from various 
parts of the Union had arrived at New-York to be 
present at the sports —Tbe New-York American 
of Saturday, says—The stakes of $20,000 a side, 
for the match race, were this day deposited in the 
Branch Bank. The hour of starting on each day 
will be one o’clock, punctually.—Arrangements 
have been made for the benefit of those, who, not 
being able to go to the great race of Tuesday. feel 
nevertheless much interest in the result to com- 
municate the same without delay to the city. If 
Eclipse win, a white flag will be hoisted at the 1 i- 
berty pole Brooklyn ; if he lose, a fendant will be 


hoisted over a white flag.
